The details came by way of steamer 
from Port au Prince to Now York yester- 
day, and show the deinaudB as follows 
First, an indemnity of $20,000 for Emil 
Lueders'. Second, the promise that Mr. 
Lenders may return to Hayti and there 
sojourn without danger of any kind. 
Third, a letter to the German govern- 
ment in which Hayti will express apology 
for tho whole transactions. Fourth, that 
the president of Hayti shall graciously 
receive the German charge d'airairea at 
Port au Prince. ItwaBalBo announced 
that if indemnity wasnoti^iven a warship 
v/oiild be sent or diplomatic relations 
broken. 

Without answering the demands in 
detail, Hayti asked if Germany by pre- 
senting the demands intended to close 
the negotiations in the Lueders case, and 
alao on what ground an iipology was 
aaked. The money demand was re- 
garded by Hayti as far less important 
than the other three, which were con- 
sidered as afl'ecting Hayti's honor. It 
was this fourth demand which led Hayti 
to prepare for any eventuality. 

Since the foregoincr correspoDdence 
closed it has become apparent, accord- 
ing to cabled advices from Berlin, that 
the suggestion as to the Bending of war- 
ships has been modified, and that there 
is no present purpose of sending them.

Mo.NTUKAL, Dec. 1.— The Canadian 
Pacific Bailway will build its own lino 
into Rossland, the great mining centre 
of British Columbia. That announce- 
ment was made to a Star representative 
tliis morning by SirWillian Van Home. 
It is a statement of great importance to 
the mining interests of that section of 
British Columbia, as the matter has long 
been uppermost in the minds of those 
deeply interested in the future of the 
camp. 

Mr. F. Auguste Heinze, the well 
known capitalist who owns a line of 
railway from Rossland to his smelter at 
Trail, was in the city of Monday and bad 
a conference with Sir William Van 
Home, president, and Mr. T. G. Shaugh- 
uessy, vice-president of the C.P.R. It 
\VBB understood at that time that negotia- 
tions were on foot looking to the acqui- 
sition of Mr. Ileinza'e road to give the 
Canadian Pacific an entrance into Ross- 
"and. Mr. Heinze left the following day 
for Ottawa without giving any statement 
on the subject. 

To-day, however. Sir William con- 
sented to make the followiDg statement 
in reply to a question submitted by a 
Star representative as to the resnlt of 
the conference and any outcome there 
might be of it : 

" It is absolutely necessary that we 
ebould reach Rossland with a line of our 
own, and we are under a pledge to Rosa- 
land to do so. We would have ])referred 
to purchase the Trail Creek road, which 
could have been adapted to our purpose 
by a considerable expenditure, but we 
could not come to terms and we are now 
obliged to go on with our own work." 

The above statement is what the min- 
ing people of Rossland have been look- 
ing for for a long time. It means that 
tho C. P. R. will go ahead and conetract 
an independent line to Rossland. Many 
months ago tho people out there ap- 
pealed to the management of the O.P.R. 
to give them relief. They said 
that they were unable to do busi- 
ness with Mr. Heioze'e road, owing 
to the excessive rates demanded. At 
the time Mr. Sbaughneesy stated in an 
interview that the C.P.R. did not want 
to interfere between tbe people of lioss- 
laud and Mr. Heinze, and would rather 
wait and see if some arrangement satis- 
factory to all concerned could not be 
arrived at. Tho C.P.R. did not want so 
du))licate Mr. Ileinze's road unless such 
a course was absolutely necessary. 

It will be seen by the abovo statement 
made by Sir William that the comjiany 
is pursuing exactly tbe course laid down 
Bimie months ago. It is evident that 
IMr. Hoinze was not able to reach an 
agreement -rtii.'a tbe C. P. R. That 
gentleman informed a Star reporter on 
Monday, before the conference with Sir 
William, that it was purely a matter of 
terms between him and the 0. P. E. 
He was not disposed to give up a valu- 
able property for less than it cost him to 
acquire ft. 

When the news reaches Rossland it 
will bo hailed with delight by tho people- 
there, judging by the etatoments re- 
cently made by leading mining men 
who visited Montreal. 



THE ITALIAN HUUGET. 

Surplusses Actual and Anticipated and How 
They Will Be Applied. 

Ro.MK, Dec. 1.— The minister ot flnancev. 

Signor Luzzatti, made hia financial 
statement in the chamber of deputiea 
to-day. It ahowed a surplus of .'J4, 000,- 
000 lire for the financial year of I>S!i(>-97. 
Tho result was considered esiiocially 
gratifying, as the abundant wheat crop 
of Italy has largely decreaaed tho cua'- 
toms recoipts. The roviaed budget for 
the current year showed a Buri)!us of 
li),r,00,OlH) lire. Part of tho surplus 
will 1)0 devote<l to tho ostablish- 
inent of a consolidated fund to 
be devoted to tlie withdrawal of state 
notes as tho mo.st ellic^ac.ious method of 
extinguishing tho premium o.n sgold. 
Thus next year ;',0,000,000 lii'e of state 
notes will be redeemed. ^" 

It is proposed to reduce the ^Bxpendi-' 
turea in Erythrea, the Italian oolonyon 
the east coast of Africa, from 9,000,000 to 
5,000,000 lire, and gradually withdraw 
the Italian troops to the ports of de- 
barkation and embarkation.

Corporations Petition for More Time in 
Which to Provide Approved 
Appliances. 

Wasiiington, Dec, 1. — The inter-Btate 
commerce commiaBion to-day opened the 

hearings of the 'railroads which have 

petitioned for an exteiiaion of the time 
within which they may comply with the 
law of 1S93, requiring them to equip 
their cars and engineB with automatic 
car couplers, band rails and air breaks. 
The reproeeiitativo or nttornoya of sev- 
eral hundred railroads and also of lead- 
ing labor organizations were preBent. 

Samuel Hoar, ru|)reaontiiig the Boaton 
and Albany railroad, made ii brief ar^u- 
meiit to show the utter parslysis of traf- 
lic which uniBt follow if roada which had 
coin])lie(t with the law were compelletl 
to ceaee hauling untquippeil cars. .John 
K, Cowen preatsnied at Bome length the 
whole question , repreeentinij in this is- 
sue not only the Balliinoro iJi Ohio, but 
also the Lake Shore road. The 
latter, he said, had been able to 
comply fully with the law, but was 
nniimg with the other roada in asking 
for an extension. The basineas of the 
railroads of the country was largely a 
unite and those roada wliioh had e<juip- 
ped their cars could not haul unequipped 
care without technically violating iho 
laws. Mr. Uowen said that ho was chair- 
man of a committee at this hearing 
which represented about tiOO.OOO of the 
993,000 freijiht carsengaged in interatBte 
commerce. The (juestion of the passen- 
ger ears, he said, could be disnnsBed as 
they were practically all eiiuipped. 

Of the freight cars of the country -l-l'.j 
yiet cent, were now eiiiiipped with 
couplers and oG'.^ per cent, hail the ad- 
ditional air brakes attaciimeut. He 
argued that this was suflicient, evidence 
that the roads had made an honest ell'ort 
to conoply with the law. He offered as 
the principal reason why the roada bad 
not complied fully, the industrial depres- 
sion which followed the passage of 
the act in 1893, which, he said, 
had rendered them financially unable 
to make the outlay. He contended that 
the law, as passed, was defective and 
that congress recognized this by giving 
tlie conimiesion the power to suspend ita 
operations. The simple question pre- 
sented to the commistion, he argued, 
was the method and extent of the ex- 
tension, because unless an extension 
was granted interstate commerce must 
cease. He argued for an extension for 
five years with provision for an equip- 
ment of one-lifth of the cars 
each year, thus worl-.ing up to 
full and complete compliance. He fur- 
ther said that it would cost from .f40,- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 for the railroads to 
comply with this law. This money must 
be earned. If the commission declined 
an extension the roada would be unable 
to equip their cars out of their own re- 
Eourcea. The money must come out of 
tlie wages of the employees if the roads 
were to be driven beyond their financial 
ability. 

P. 11. Morrisey renrcaenting the broth- 
erhood of Railroad trainmen, the rail- 
road conductors' association, the locomo- 
tive engineers, the brotherhood of loco- 
motive flretuen, and the association of 
railroad telegraphers, followed Mr. Cowen 
with a forcible presentation of the al- 
titude of the railroad employees toward 
the solicited extension. The associa- 
tions for which he appeared were a 
unit in proteeting against euch extension 
aa had been propOBed, Five years, he said, 
would render the purpose of the law 
nugatory. The past five years, he said, 
had been especially hazardous to rail- 
road employees, owing to the lack of 
uniformity in equipment. This con- 
dition should cease as soon as possible. 
During the past Ave years 2,000 railroad 
men had been killed annually and 10,000 
to 20,000 injured. Of these casualties GO 
percent, were directly attrijjuted to the 
two evils this law was "deeianed to correct. 
The slaughter wduUI continue as long aa 
the present conditions remained. 

He called attention to the great finan- 
cial losses the beneficiary companies of 
the railroads' aasociationa had sustained. 
In death and disability claima ^2, 000, 000 
had been paid out during tfie past live 
years, enough to completely equip a road 
like the Louisville &. Nashville. Still 
the railroad men were willing to concede 
something. 

When asked by Chairman Morrison, 
I\Ir. Morrissey replied that the railroad 
employees agreed that the maximnin ex- 
tension must not exceed a year. 

Mr. l.ooiuia, of the N. Y. C, whose 
road hail complied fully, askeil for the 
extenHiou on the grounds that the com- 
mission could not contemplate such an 
interruption of traflic aa must follow the 
inability of his and other terminal roada 
to haul unequipped cars. O. A. Ivhodee, 
representing the mechanical department 
of the C. B, & Q., urged as additional 
reason for an extension that haste would 
put a premium on the equipment of ciu a 
with inefTectual safety appliances. 



BOHEillAN EIOTING. 

Mobs Do Violence to' German Jews .anQ 
Almost Draw Fire From the 
Soldiery. 

Pbaque, Dec, 1,— There was renewed 
rioting here yesterday evening. The 

window? of the German theatre, schools, 
restaurants, residences and newspaper 
offices were broken. Troops eventually 
cleared the streets. Many people were 
injured and a number of arreata were 
made. 

Daring this afternoon the riote in- 
creaaed. The synagogue windowa were 
smashed and also the windows of houses 
of Jews displaying German trade signs 
in several streets of tlio .Towish (luarter. 
Since (i o'clock this evening the stroeta 
have been held by twelve battal- 
ions of infantry and a squad- 
ron of luisaars. All Irallic is aiis- 
pended and the shops and bu8iiiO-!H 
iionses have cluseil. In spite of the 
militia a large C'/ech mob made a 
descent during the ovoning upon the 
German ([uarter and b1u)))8 in several 
streets. The furniture of a well known 
cafe was piled up in the street and set 
on lire. When a detachment of troops 
approached to diaporeo the rioters the 
soldiers were greeted with showore of 
atones, broken glass sud other miaailos. 
The officer in command ordered his 
troops to i)roi)are to fire, but at the 
urgent request of a poline official the or- 
der was not carried into elFect. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock a mob attacked 
a cartridge factory at Zizhkow, a suburb 
of Prague on the other side of the Mol- 
dau. The troojia stationed at the fac- 
tory iioured a volley into the crowd. It 
is known that at least two persons wore 
killed outright, and it is feared tliat 
others were killed and wounded. The 
same body of rioters aet lire to a house 
at /izhkow, but the flames were soon 
([uenched. it has been dangerous for 
Germans to venture into the streeta, as 
any use of the German language meant 
certain assault. 

To-day's riot would have been less 
serious but that the troops available 
early in the day were insufficient to cope 
with the rioting over so extended an 
area. 

As a result of the riots and disorders 
of the last twenty-four hours the author- 
ities have proclaimed Ihe city under 
martial law. The chief of police, who is 
a Czech, was discovered encouraging the 
rioters and has been suspended from 
ofhce. It is now known that the num- 
ber of injured Germans reaches 300. 
They are being cared for at the various 
hospitals. 

The disturbances to-day have amount- 
ed to almost a rebellion. The constant 
cry of the rioters was " Down with tlie 
Germans," "Down with the Jews." 
Ladies venturing on the streets were 
obliged to wear the Slav tri-color in 
order to avoid being attacked. German 
sign boards are being hastily removed 
by their ownera and replaced with 
Czech inscriptions. 



CHARITY FOR CDBA. 

Fresidsnt JUcKinley to Make an Appeal to 
the U;iited States Citizens. 

New YoBK, Dec. 1.— The World this 
momiog ea^e: ^'resident McKinley is 
considering^ j^^j^bod of placing before 
the charitable citizens of the United 
States an appeal for food to relieve the 
destitution in Cuba. The administra- 
tion hopes that a general relief move- 
ment will 1)0 started in this country. In 
such an event steps will be taken to 
have auppliea atlmitted without the i)ay- 
nient of duties. 

Officials of the stale dej)artmenl say 
no such appeal as that fiot forth by (Jnn- 
snl-General Leo, General lUanco and the 
Spanish luiniator and endorsed by Pre- 
sident McKinley has been presented to 
the American people in recent years.

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OPINION OF AN EXPERT. 

Engineer Henry Bratnober of the London 
Exploration Company Makes Known His 
Impressions of the Klondyke Country. 

In an article written for the Enjjiiieorin^- 
and Mining Joiirnul, Mr. lienrj- Bniliiober, 
who is associated with the Rothscliilda an 
one of their leadiiif^ miiiiiif; exporta, sava 
tho following of the Klondyke : 

I have just returned from the Klondyke 
gold lields, where 1 found a very good piucer 
niluiii},' district. Tho fornintion of the 
country whore tho gold is deposited .seems 
to be inica-Hcliist tiuit is struiilced willi 
iiuartz, wliich all carries a little h'ulil, and 
it looks as thouf^h the gold was f,'™'""' '"'t 
of this I'onnalion Ijy glacial action. Tlie 
gold bcariuj; iiuart/. seems to lie in tliis 
schist, and it is all of very low grade. This 
formation, as fa; a8 X was able to investi- 
^ate, seems to be aboat ten to lifteen miles 
in width. On either side of this there 
seems to be a blocky diorite, which carries 
considerable iiuartz, and there arc quartz 
veins running tlirough it in every direc- 
tion, but of no value. 

The country is coviireil with moss, and 
frozen to bedrock, anil no on..' know.s how 
far beyond. There is very little wash, and 
especially on 101 Dorado "creek, where the 
glacier mud i^cems to have been frozen, and 
IS found almost to bedrock. In sinking to 
bedrock the sliafts pass througli this 
frozen dirt, and in many instancoa ulue ice 
is found two and three leet ttiick in strata 
immediately iiliove the bedrock. In some 
jilaces it is i'ouiid urur the surface, It is 
dilllcull and alniost impossible to (Iril't this 
L'rountl in the sununiT season, as even 
by cluae limlieriiig liie thawing.' ol' the 
ice will cause the shaft to cave in.

There will bo a great deal of activity and 
a large amount of work done on the Bon- 
anza, and Eldorado creeks this winter. 
Most of the grotin<l is worked on what they 
call a " lay "—that is, the owner or owners 
of a claim 50U feet long give a party of two 
or three a lease of a piece of ground to drift 
out . t he persons who work the ground to 
receive one-half of the gold taken out. ( hi 
the richer claims it is often drifted out lor 
40 per cent, of the yield. Nearly all the 
claims are worked under this method 
leasing. Some of them are leased in secliuus 
to dilferent parties, and the <.)wner sits 
around watching the dillereiu sets of men 
working out his ground. l!y this system a 
great deal of liommza and i';idorailo creeks 
will be drifted out this winter. As some of 
ithese claims will have four or live sets of 
men wcuking U|)oii them, their outi)Ut will 
be large ue.\i year. The dirt taken out will 
be waslied in 5[ay, June and July. There 
are very few siuumer diggings where they 
can shovel into sluices; therefore there will 
bo but little gold taken out aside from the 
drifting process. 

Some of tlie claims are very rich, and will 
average .^1 or $1.50 to the "pan ; that ia to 
sav, where the bedrock is shaley. They 
take tlii:: up for nearly three feet in depth. 
Where there are no iinartz stringers in the 
schist the beilrock seems to be (leconi|)(ised 
and is quite soft, such claims are not of 
niiich value, except that they about pay 
wages. The grouiui is very spotteil. In 
some instances there are rich spots where 
JfilOor^oOa pan have been obtained, but 
these are onlv phenomenal instances. We 
liear a great deal about them, but we never 
hear anything about the jjoor claims. 

But on the whole I consider the placers 
as very good diggings, and a good many 
l'()rtune> will be made. 1 estimate the out- 
put for ISD.S will be in the neighhorhuoil of 
*''.Uh0.lX(U. Of course this will (U'pend 
somewhat on the success of the prospec-lors 
this winter. The couiUry will be well 
prospected between now and ne.xt Janu- 
ary, which is the best time for that kind ol 
work. It is almost impossible to get aroimd 
in the hills in the summer on account of 
moss and swamp and thedilliculty of taking 
along supplies, ilorse.s cannot be used, and 
the prospector can only go so far as he is 
able j)ersonallv to carry his provisions. 
There is very little feed or grass to be had 
for animals of any kiuil. There was more 
feed (HI the Dalton trail than in any other 
part of the Country that I travelled through. 
The farther north one goes the less grass 
is fouiul. There is an ample supply of men 
there to do all the work that can be furnish- 
ed this winter, indeed there will probably 
be some who will find it didicult to get 
work. Provisions will be scarce, but I do 
mil ihiru; there will be any stiirvat ion. It 
w 1 1 1 :il ways be a dillieult matter to supjily 
tli.-it (Munli'v with provisions liy nver 
I ransporlntion, as the seasons are so very 
shciii and the river m many places very 
shallow. It is (jhly light-draft steamers 
that can get up to IJuwsoii, and, on account 
ol the passes, there is dittlculty in bringing 
siinplies down the river. 

Hydraulic miinng on the Klondyke is 
impossible on account of the frozen nature 
of the country. (.Quartz nnnirig will alsn 
be impossible, unless the veins ari^ very 
iieh. Labor will also be verv liigli and 
.'iiiolher greiit drawback is the t'ael thai all 
t he ererks freeze U|) soliil m the wiuK'r ami 
there m> .'•liiiuiug water to he found any-

LE ROI EST MORT! 

VIVE LE ROI ! 

The short, simple but impressive cere 
mony, which yesterday marlced the in 
duction of Lieutenant-GovernorMcInnes 
into ofiSce, was worthy of the democratic 
country in which it was performed. It 
shows how closely in touch all parts ot 
the body politic are. We aro indeed a 
simple people, living nccording to thi 
simplest of all constitutional organiza 
tionB. It is true that what we call the 
British constitution is made up of count' 
less precedents, but after they have all 
been examined it will be found that they 
come down to this: Tho people go vera 
themBolvea just as they will, and they 
do it in a way that is simplicity itself, 
as compared witli inetliods in vogue in 
nearly every country in the world. It is 
fitting that this great fact in connectioa 
with our institutions should be im 
pressed upon the public mind, and we 
know of no more fitting occasion to do 
80 than whoa tho high and responsible 
office of lieuienant-j,'overnor passes from 
the bands of one incumbent to those of 
another. 

It is also especially pleasing on an oc 
casion of this kind to be able to eay 
without flattery that tho outgoing re 

presentative of Her Majesty is a man 
who was in every way fitted for the post 
wliicli heudorued. Hon. Mr. Dewdney 
\i a man experienced in Canadi/tn waj 
and in Canadian afTairg. lie knows 
British Columbia well. He is in touch 
with Western sentiment, and this is 
worth a great deal. Daring hia term of 
office he conducted himself both in 
public and private iife in a manner that 
lias l)een above re])roacli. He hag re- 
Epected tlie constitutional ])owerg of hia 
advisers, and lie liag not liefiitated to 
show tliat he fully appreciated that he 
Stood as the representative of the par- 
amount power of the federal govern- 
ment. He will talie into retirement 
from public life the most liindly wishes 
of everyone who knows liiin, wliich 
feelini; will bo e.x.leniled to Mrs. Djwii 
ney, who as inistrcsa of (Jovernuieat 
House has dispensed a genial hospitality, 
that has greatly widened her circle of 
friends and well-wishers. 

We most cordially welcome the incom- 
iufj; Lieutenant-Governor. His appoint- 
ment ban been admirably rei'eived. He 
ia a fiontleniaii who liaa baen long and 
intimately connected with public life in 
British Columbia. Lilie his predeces- 
sor, be is in touch in the closest possible 
manner with public sentiment. He haa 
been long eiiouuh in tlio West to he a 
Western man. Nearly all his life since 
ho came to nianliood has been spent in 
some puldic position. He haa not been 
an office-holder, but lias always been a 
busy man with his private affaire, whiuh 
have yielded him a sabstantial revenue. 
Nevertheless, he has been called upon to 
fill a long succession of public posifcione, 
and we know of no better certificate of 
his usefulness than the fact that ho has 
been selected, while yet in the prime of 
life, for tliQ position of chief executive 
officer of the province with whose inter- 
ests he has been so long identified. The 
Colonist has not been in hjirtmuiy with 
Lieut. -Governor Mclnnea' viowii on fscl- 
eral iiolitics, but haa always recogui/ed 
in him a courteciia and al)lo 
opponent. It heartily congratulates 
him upon bis promotion and trusts 
that he and Mrs. Mclnnea will 
enjoy, as fully aa they deserve, the 
pleasnrea of official position, for with its 
many responsibilities it has compensat- 
ing enjoynienta. Wo feel satisfied that 
in Lieut.-Governor Mclnnes, British 
Columbia will have a conatitutional ad- 



MUNICIPAL GO VERNJilENT. 

Hon. .losepli Chamberlain was able to 
say in n speech the other day that since 
the reform in the British municipal sys- 
tem not a single instance of pecuniary 
defalcation had been bvought to light. 
This ia a very remarkable statement to 
be madQ in any country, and the reason 
why it can be truthfully made is worth 
thinking over. 

Probably more than one reason can be 
given ; but we think the chief one is to 
bo found in tlio fact that in Great 
Britain municipal positions aro not re- 
garded as politi(;al prizes. When a man 
takes a municipal olHce there lie doea so 
at some peraoaial sacrifice, not for the 
purpose of retrieving his (alien fortunes. 
Hence the service has no attractions for 
tho political adventurer. In sharp con- 
trast with the British rule ia the ayatem 
in force in most of tho states of the 
American I'nion. Tliero inuniciiial posi- 
tions aro rendered attractive Ijy large 
ealariea. There are counties in tho stale 
of Washington with a population of loss 
than ton thousand, where the county trea- 
surer receives $1,500 a year, the sheriff aa 
much, if not more; tlie county clerk 
nearly as mucli, and so on down throuf^li 
a long list. These are places worth 
striviDR for; but as the law requires 
that the incumbent shall, nominally at 
least, give up all their time to their 
otBcial duties, business men rarely seek 
them, for tho tenure of office is very 
short. Tiie men wlio Hlruf;glo to get 
theui are professional politicians. The 
result ia the development of a class of 
people to which we have nothing similar 
in Canada or in the United Kingdom, 
men who expect to make a living some- 
how out of the public. It is needless to 
say that such mt n are not of a very higli 
stamp, Tliero are honorable exceptions 
ia tlie ranks of tho offico-liolders, but 
these are ao few that thoy make tho gen- 
eral character of the service appear the 
more objectionable by contrast. What 
ia true of the state of Washington ii- 
true of other states, and it will be i; ne 
of Canada if we ever make the nii.-itake 
ot treating municipal positions as pri;;."' 
to be struggled for, instead of as public 
responsibilities to be discharged at some 
personal sacrifice. 

In cities where a permanent official 
staff ia necessary, the salaries ought to 
be BufBcient to give the men who hold 
them a good living; but the responaible 
heads of the service oucht to be men 
who liave enougli public spirit to serve 
williout remuneration. Perhaps an ex- 
ception ought to to be made in tho office 
of mayor, because that officer ia expect- 
ed to be at the beck and call of the pub- 
lic on all occasions and not to be nig- 
gardly when calls are made upon his 
purse. Aldermen ought not to be paid ; 
municipal councillors or whatever they 
may be called, ouplit not to be i)aid. 
Their actual expenses might i)roperly be 
recouped, but they ought to be willing 
to discharge the duties of their positions 
out of consideration for their duty to the 
public. 

We liave not in Canada many grounds 
for complaint as to tlie manner in wliich 
tlie custodians of public funds honor tho 
trust reposed in them. Defalcations are 
the rare exception ; but there is no doubt 
that the practice of paying aldermen and 
councillors has made those positions 
sometliing of a pecuniary object to men 
without very much to do, and the result 
is that tlie best men eecliew citv and 
riiunicipal iiolitiea altogether. In what 
wo now say we make no reference to our 
own city. The observations are of gen- 
eral application. Possibly they may ap- 
ply to Victoria less strongly than to 
otlier places. Tlie point we wish to make 
is tliat in tircat I5ritain men of Hlaiidin<: 
mid hiri^e interests aro wiUini^ to sacri- 
tice their personal convenience for the 
sake of securing good municipal govern- 
ment, and it is hopeless to expect as 
good a state of things in America, as 
marka the carrying on ot municipal af- 
fairs in (ireat Britain, until we get down 
to the same basis. 

These two considerations, tlie gratui- 
tous service of tliose who aro respon- 
sible to the taxpayers for the super- 
vision of public alTaira and permanency 
of official tenure for^the working stall 
at good living salaries, would secure on 
the west side of the Atlantic aa favornl)lo 
results aa they secure in ( ireat Britain. 
We know thi'.t this idea is not popular 
witli some people. Tho cry haa been 
raised in Great Britain that members of 
parliament ought to be paid, because tho 
fact that they are not paid prevents a 
large class of people from aspiring to par- 
liamentary positions. This ia a matter 
that must be allowed to regulate itself. 

o one would proiioae that in a country 
like Canada mombors of parliament 
should be asked to serve without pay. 
i I i H true that the law does not speak of 
tlio pay of members, but only of a aes- 
aional indemnity, the idea being that 
what is paid is only intended to reim- 
burse the members for their neceasary 
ospenaea wliile attending parliament. 
The amount is in moat cases consider- 
ably beyond what tlio memljora spenil ; 
but it is not so great as to attract men 
into politics for the sake of what thoy 
can save. This is true as a rule ; but, of 
course, there are oxceptiona. So witli 
the provincial legislature ; to aak mem- 
bers to serve without pay would be to 



bar the legislature to a very large per- 
centaee of the population. But we say 
that when it cornea to mere municipal 
matters, there ought to be found men 
with sufficient public spirit to give their 
services gratuitously. We believe that 
the notion that every man must be paid 
for services rendered the public is an 
erroneous one, and that it ia at the 
foundation of a great deal of the mia- 
govcrnment that characterizes American 
muuicipalities. 

If China determines to fight Germany, 
we shall probably see the Kaiser buck- 
ling on his uniform and starting for tho 
Orient. He is just the sort of man who 
might be expected to do that, for he is 
very ambitious, and, as Napoleon used 
to Bay, the East is the true field for a 
man of ambition. If such a conflict is 
l)recipitated, we shall have an oppor- 
tunity of seeini^; what a Continental 
power can do beyond tlie sea in tho way 
of military operations. Meanwhile we 
note tiiat .John Bull with his usual fore- 
sight is gathering to himself a little 
more territory in the neighborhood of 
Hong Kong. As a real estate operator 
Joliii ia the most remarkable jiroduct of 
any ago. Ho doea not usually raise any 
very sei ioua objections to any body else 
absorbing unconaiilerod tridea of domin- 
ion, but ho always takes care that he 
gets a little aodiething to keep 
tho balance even. An unregener- 
ate United States pajier once said 
lliat il waa dangerous tor any nation 
to leave its islamla out over night, 
for there was always a chance that morn- 
ing would fiud that John had wrapped 
the Union J^ack around them and was 
innocently proceeding to convert thom 
into first class colonies. Certainly if 
John loves anything, it is real estate, 
it was ]Max O'Kell wlio said that when 
John read the litth chapter of Mattliew 
and flame to the bealituiie, " Blessed are 
the meek," ho ahvaya considered it a 
personal reference to himself, becauao 
tho meek are to inherit the earth. But 
all thia is aside from the possibility of a 
war betiveon Germany and Japan. Wo 
havo an idea that before the Kaiser gets 
through witli the Son ot Heaven, who 
reigns at l*ekin, he, that ia the Kaiser, 
will know a lot more than he doea now. 



Thehe will bo a good deal of discus 
F'on over the result of tho election in 
Centre Toronto, and all manner of 
reason a will bo given for it. We l)elievo 
there is one reason that will explain tlie 
wliole matter. In the first place it is to 
be remembered that Centre Toronto 
went Liberal at the general election 
Prima facie, therefore it ought to have 
gone Liberal yesterday. But the Dom 
inion government took no chances 
When the seat became vacant, they 
brought on tlie election in quick order 
Tliey did not keep the constituency open 
for weeks, while their opponents were 
organizing for the fight ; but just as soon 
as the law would let them, they brought 
on the election. In view of the fact ttiat 
Mr. Bertram's majority waa only 276, it 
ia not a very improbable auggestion that, 
it a little more time had been given, the 
result might, have been dillerent. We 
will not go so far aa to say tliat the elec 
tion was only won by good generalship, 
but we do say that good generalship pre- 
cluded the possibility of the opposition 
winning, 

With the expiry of Hon. Mr. Dewd 
ney's term of office, Capt. Richardaon 
vacates the post of Private Secretary 
Capt. Richardson has filled the position 
in a very excellent manner and we are 
sure that hia many friends in Victoria 
will join U8 in the hope that lie may 
lind some occupation that will enable 
him to make his residence permanently 
in the city. 

An- examination of tlie commission 
issued to Lieutonant-Ciovernor Mclnnea 
reiiiovea any doubt as to the eonati 
tutionaiity of the acts performed by his 
preiiecesaor siuco Saturday last. A 
lieutenant-governor appointment 
during pleasure and bis commission ia 
not revoked until bis successor has been 
sworn in.

There has been another sensational 
turn to tho case of J. G, Bennett, the 
San Francisco man under arrest here 
pending the result of proceeding taken 
to extradite him. On Monday when the 
habeas corpus proceedings came up the 
prisoner was brought to the court house 
under a miaappreliension, as it was not 
nocesaary t(; havo him proBOut, Tho 
Chief Justice directed tho man to bo re- 
moved and Warden Jolin, who waa in 
charge of tho prisoner, started back to 
tho jail with him. Tho prisoner was 
neitlier handciillbd nor eocured in any 
way. Warden John evidently being un- 
der the iiupreaaion that as he had a re- 
volver he could prevent any attempt at 
escape — indeed he had not the least idea 
that Bennett would make a break for 
liberty. 

This idea proved erroneous for as the 
prisoner and guard strolled leisurely to- 
wards the jail and had reached Hillside 
avenue, Bennett turned to Mr. John aud 

said : 

" Well, goodbye, I have gone as far 
with vou as I intend to." 
With thia remark Bennett ran down 

Douglas street with the startled warden 
in pursuit. Bennett doubled back and 
then made up Ilillsitle, where in a short 
time John caught him, B-jnnett 
is a largo and powerfully built 
man, while Warden John, though not a 
light weight, has only one artn and ac- 
cordingly, in the desperate struggle that 
followed, Bennett came out on top, 
while John in the struggle to prevent 
his revolver being taken from hia pocket, 
difilocated his arm. 

Aa good luck would have it, Mr. George 
Walton of tho Victoria & Sidney railway, 
and another man named F'orbes saw the 
struggle going on and rushed to John's 
assistance just in time to capture Ben- 
nett and prevent him eecoring the offi- 
cer 's weapon. 

That Bennett would have used the 
weapon had he secured it is practically 
certain, for ho said afterwards that " if 
ho could have got that gun" he would cer- 
tainly tiave shot John rather than allow 
himeoU to be recaptured. Bennett ia a 
very desperate man apparently, and 
boasts that he will never be taken to 
California alive, and that ho will not be 
dragged there in any event. In tho 
moantinie Bennett will not likely do 
anything very serious as he is carefully 
ironed and handculVed, 

Tho whole alfairwaa keiit E0(iuiet that 
it was only yesterday that tho story 
leaked out, tho iiolice autliorities them- 
aolves not having been informed of tlie 
attempt at escape till yesterday. Ward- 
on John is in bed and ia being treated 
for hia dialocated arm by Dr. Eraser. 

Bennett has thus materially preja- 
<liced his own case by hia actions, for his 
rouiisel yesterday, when the biebus cor- 
puH proiveilings came up said that ho 
wi'i'M witiiilraw from the caeeowijig to 
BiMinett'a actions. 

It had been expected that tho Chief 
Justice would deliver his decisinu on the 
habeas corpus proceedinga yesLerdiiy 
afternoon, liut when the council met in 
the Chief Justice's chambers Mr. J. P.

Mr. Robernson said he would withdraw 
from the case, though for his own satis- 
faction he would act until to-day and 
argue out the point raised.

As a Beanlt the Barrister Gathers 
Up His Books and- With- 
draws. 



There waa a little diflorence between 
the Obief Justice and Mr. W. J. Taylor 
in chambers yesterday, which resulted 

in the latter uentlemiin picking up hia 
booka and retirin;;, Bic;nifying aa lie did 
80 that the Chief Justioe might do ns ho 
pleaied on the uiiao which had been 
under diacusaion — that he would not re- 
main to be insulted. 

In connection with the anit of Milne 
V. Beftg an application had been made 
by Mr. Taylor, on behalf of plaintiff for 
the appointment of a receiver, 
Mr. Langley appearing contra. After 
the affidavits pro and con bad been 
read the Obief Juatice remarked that 
the case appeared to him one in which 
the plaintifi'a were entitled to an injunc- 
tion, but ho hiid been left largely to 
RueHH work as to the facts, whu^h wore 
not liilly discloaed ujjou the allidavita, 
and that upon the materials now be- 
fore court he hardly felt jastifled in 
making the order. This was the fourth 
time, lie aaid, that the matter hud been 
before the court, first before Mr, 
Juatice Walkein. then before the 
Chief Juatice, and again before 
Mr. Justice ijrake, and had fail- 
ed becauae tlie facta were not correctly 
diecloeed ; and now it waa brought bo- 
fore him again but still upon defective 
material. lie v.-as niyatitied at this way 
of presenting what appeared to be a clear 
case. There waa a proper way and a 
crooked way of bringing a case up and 
he must say that it appeared to him as 
though the crooked way had been adopt- 
ed here. 

Mr. Taylor rose from his seat and re- 
marked tliat he did not intend to be 
treated in that manner. lie thought 
that hia position entitled him to 
some conaidoration from the bench, 
and that the only way open for 
him to show his reaontment at the Chief 
JuBtice'a remarks would bo to withdraw 
and leave the Chief Justice to make 
whatever order he pleased. 

Thereupon Mr. Taylor gathered to- 
gether his booka and prepared to leave 
the room. 

The Chief Justice remarked before Mr. 
Taylor went that he thought that gentle- 
man bad no cauae for complaint, and 
tbat a judge ought to have all the facta 
of 8 case before him in a proper manner. 
If Mr. Taylor withdrew, there waa no 
course open but to dismisB the motion. 
This the Chief Justice did, but subse- 
quently he ordered the motion reinstated , 
to be brought up on Friday, with leave 
to file fresh affidavits.

THEIR QUEER CALCULATION AND NO 
TIONS ABOUT THE SERVICE. 



The Abinrd Distinction Aladu Betiroen a 
Year and a "Dutt"— Odd Ideas the Blue- 
jncUot Uas About Work and Play Aboard 
Ship and ou Liind. 

On tho day after hi.s enlifitmont for n 
period of three years tho American mau- 
of- war's mnn begiua to figure on tho 

amount of time tliat Is to intervene be- 
fore hiw dischiirgo. Ho haa "two yours 
jikI u butt" to Jo, tho "butt" bi-iiig 
Ibo romuiniiiH 11 uioiitliH and "Jiidaysof 
the firKt yuur. On tho day following hi.s 
conipletiou of t^e first year of his cnlist- 
nnuit he haa only a yi-iir and a butt to 
pet t!irou^?h. No matter it tho butt is 
only a Kjiiglo day under a year in length, 
the bluejacket CDiitiiniphites tho term 
with the bUindcHl ciunphu.sance. ll in, 
at nuy rate, uol a whole year, cvoi) 
though it be 304 days, and this fushiou 
of throttling osich year of his sorvioo 
makes him happy; it Rfoni.t to lirinf,' 
hi.s (liKcliarge and the more cv Ic'-.^ tcni 
pestuouh joy.s he carefully iiiap.sout loiiK 
bt^foro hib diHcliargo within clo.scr 
range. When In- h;i.s pni in 18 mouth.s 
of an enlistment, lit b i-uks out tho 
homeward bonud pennant; he is going 
down the hill, nurl when ho has finally 
achicvoti two years and Ikih only tlie 
butt to accomphsli joy tills hia cup. 

"Once a sailor ahvaya a sailor" is 
not strictly true of man-of-war's men of 
the American navy. Only about oue- 
lialf of the men wlio comploto ouo eu- 
hslnjcnt sliip for nnorher three year 
:-niiKe, but about niuo-tpuths of the 
men who jiiit in two cruises settle down 
to ii lifolonf; continuance in tin- service. 
Six yeur.s of navy life seem thoroughly 
to inoculate them with what the Ger- 
mans cull wanderlust. When a blue- 
jacket passes a few of his Hummers in 
tlic latitude of llie Ntjrth cape and a 
couple of winters down among tliu licr- 
niiKlas or in the salubrituiH south Pa- 
cific, ho is lil;ely to actpiire a dislike 
for the climate of the United States, 
anil this dislike lins more weight than 
anytliing idse in forming his decision to 
ri'uiaiii ill thi^ navy, I\Ior''ovi'r, after a 
few ycar.s in the navy tho bluejacket 
soema to become po.ssessed of the odd 
idea that he la really doing nothing 
aiioard ship to nam his pay, that the 
perpetual sinirry in which ho is kept 
from all bands in the morning tiutil 
I/ijio ilown at night is really not, work, 
anil with this quaint notion lie also ac- 
(luires an uxcetaliiigly exaggerated idea 
of the terriHc amouut of grinding labor 
a uiiui has to perform in order to gain 
a livelihood asluire. I'ut to a bluejacket 
v.'ho has put in a cmipleof naval cniisc'S 
tliiMlirect iiuestion, ''Aru you going to 
'take ou' again wheu j'ourtimoia out?" 
In nine cases out of ten he will look 
you in tho eye with an expression of 
stupefaction and inquire, "What the 
ik'vil <lo yon think Pm going to do — 
work?" 

But for all of tho resignation with 
which he in time comes to regard a 
lifelong career in tho navy the bine- 
jacket gazcH forward at first with a 
wi.stful eye to the arrival of tho day of 
his (ii.schargi^, and when that day finally 
approaches within clear view — i.s only 
about a mouth in* the perspective, for 
instance — he presents a singnlar pictnru 
of nervous anticipation and is not 
worth a water rotted rniic j'aru for 
wnrk. Ill' iiionns aliiiut liis ship like a 
mail ilia ili:eaiii, coiisuiiiiiig great quan- 
tities of tobacco that lit^ fiiiilH flavorless, 
and during tins pi'riod lin is pretty like- 
ly to miss a few ship's culls in his ab- 
straction and got iiimself inmi>ed upon 
at th(> mast for the delinquencies. His 
.shipniateH with cnmiiaratively long 
periDiis still to servo on their cnlist- 
mi nts regard him with tho jaundiced 
eye of envy, which they show by pictur- 
ing to the short time man the most 
gloomy things that await him as soon 
as he stcjis over tlie gangway, beach 
bi iiiiil. v.'iili his bag and liaiiiiiiock. 

(Jvertiiue men being Hhipped back to 
tins (ouiitiydii a nian-of-war are iint 
compelled to do any of tho ship's work. 
They simply stimd the military calks, 
eat their meals and smoke their pijie.s, 
watchiiii^' the while with lazy happiiies.j 
tho daily niuiiii of labor of tho less for- 
tunate blu('ja<'ket.s attached us mem- 
bers of the crew of the ship on wbicli 
they themselves urn practically passen- 
gers. Tlu^ overtime men occasionally 
eiiiit arrogantly hiimoroii.s directions to 
tlicse ten.poraiy slii]jiiiatos, the shiji's 
coniiiany of tho boat that is hauling 
thrni home. "Gwaii, now, and shine up 
that bright work, you long time dub I" 
they will shont to u deokhnud when the 
oflicerof tho deck is aft and out of hear- 
ing, and "Get dtiwn to your hunkeT, you 
grim}' flat foot and rako out. your cuul" 
is the kind of thiug tho mau of the 
black gang below hours from tho pas- 
Hongers whonever ho fries to sniokn a 
peaceful pilio on tiie to]igallant forecas- 
tle. 

One of the immemorial customs of tho 
navy jacks is to secrete in the ditty liii[» 
lit' t he discharged shipmate who i.s about 
to go ashoro n can of corned beef, a few 
Iiotatnesaud perhaps one o;* two other 
articles of sea food. This is doiio in or- 
der to roiiiiiid the discliargod mau when 
111' (ipciiH liiH bag ashore that in the 
opiniou of Ilia shipmates he wiil bo uu- 
nblo to earn enough to eat ou land if ho 
takes it into his head not to ship over, 
and that they have, therefore, token ii 
small measure to shield him from star-- 
vatioii with a little navy grub when lie 
has Hiieiit his pay day. Discharged men 
try all sorts of schemes to keep this stuff 
from being placed in their bags, but 
nevertheloss they nearly alwoys fhid it 
there when they get ashore.— Washiug- 
fon Latter.

THE CIVIL WAR. 



Bomo Facts For FolkH tVIio Are Not Sar« 
Whuu It Kndod. 

Many people think Appomattos 
marked tho end of tho war, as Sumter 
did its beginning. As a matter of fact 
tho war did not end officially until 
Aug. 20, 1800, when Projidout Johuson 
issued u proclamation announcing that 
war was at an end and that peace, or- 
der imd tranquillity and civil authority 
existed in all tho states. While Lee'S 
surrender was not the end of tho war, 
it was the beginning of tho eud. John- 
ston surrendered on April ao, Dick Tay- 
lor on May 4 and Kirby Smith not 
until May 20. On May IJJ, more than 
a mouth after Lee's surrender, a sharp 
fight toolt place at Palmetto Kanoli, in 
Texas, which is called by .leffersou 
Davis and other autliorities tho last 
battle of the war. Tho commander of 
the Union troops, mostly colored, says 
in his report: 

"The last volley of tho war, it is be- 
lieved, was firod by tho Sixty-second 
United States Colored infantry, about 
sunset on May 18, 1805, between 
White's ranch and tho Boca Chica, 
Texas." In this figlit, which took placo 
ou tho American side of the iiio Grande 
river, the Mexican Imperialists sent 
over a body of cavalry, which aidcti the 
Oiufederates in their lust and success- 
ful attack. On Juno 13 Tennessee was 
dec lured at peace; Jane 2H the blockade 
was raised; July 32 Grant made his 
last official report; April 2, 1800, procla- 
mation that (ieorgia, .South Carolina, 
Virginia, North Carolina,' Teuuesseo, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Florida v.'ere tranquil was is- 
sued by tho president; Aug. 20, tbOU, 
war was officially decdtired ended. The 
latter date was in 1807 fixed by congress 
as the ofQoial and legal date of the olose 
of tho war. — New York World.

THE OATH OF OFFICE, 



Llentenaat-^OTernor Eelnnes Sworn 
In l)y the Chief Justice of 
the Province. 



His Honor Beeeives the Hearty 
CoBgrratnlations of the Premier, 
Cabinet and Citizens. 



British Columbia's new Lieutenant- 
Governor, Hon. T, E. Molnnes, was 
yesterday sworn in, and assumed bis 

ofHee, the long-delayed commission and 
oath book which left Ottawa ten days 
ago having reached Victoria yesterday 
inorning. 

The ceremony took place in the Full 
court-room, at 4 o'clock la the after- 
noon, and although the notice was short, 
as it waa imperative that no delay ahould 
be occasioned, there waa ([uite a gather- 
ing of representative people present, in- 
cluding the retiring Lieatenaat-Gov- 
ernor, Premier Turner, 'Hon. Ool. Baker, 
Hon. G. B. Martin and Hon. C. E. 
Pooley, of the provincial cabinet, and 
Hon. Abraham E. Smith, United States 
consul. 

The ceremony though brief was quite 
impressive in its simplicity. 

When Chief Justice Davie had taken 
Ilia seat on the bench with the new 
Jjieutenant-C^overnor seated on his right, 
the Supremo court reijiBtrar, Mr. B. H. 
T. Drake opened the great parchment 
commieaion and read it. 

The Chief Justice and Hon. l\Ir. Mo- 
lnnes then rose and the Chief Justice 
administered the oaths of allegiance and 
of ofHce. 

This done the Chief Justice took the 
seal of the province from Hon. Col. 
Baker and banded it to Lieutenant- 
Governor Mclnnes, and the little cere- 
mony was over. 

Hon. Mr. Davie shook hands with the 
Lieutenant-Governor and in congratu- 
lating him on bis appointment to the 
high office, trusted that his tenure might 
be an enjoyable one to both the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor and Mra. Mclnnes. 

When Lieutenant-Governor Mcfniiea 
descended from the bench, the lirst to 
step forward and congratulate him was 
Hon. Edgar Dewdney, who has just re- 
tired from the honored position to which 
Hon. Mr. Mclnnes haa been appointed. 

Then the Lieutenant-Governor stood 
at the door and held what might bo 
termed an informal levee, for everyone 
preaent liled by him and ahook handa, 
lieartily congratulating him upon his 
appointment. 

Mr. T. R. E. Mclnnes will act as his 
father's private secretary.
